This Iam told was the Opinion 
anciently of «A. T. Cicero, and alſo Boden, thatlearned 
French Author, and lately of the Lord Chief Juſtice 
St. Joh, who was a principal Exgireer inthe firſt Act 
of Navigation. But whether it was their opinion or 
not, Iam ſure 'tis true by - manifold Experiences. of
